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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20, 27 and 28 have been allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 6/28/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive.

Responding to the arguments about Group III (claim 26), the Applicant should note that 
the steps of the method of mounting the at least one state speaker system in claim 26 distinguish 
from Groups I, II, IV and V and require a different field of search. 

Regarding Group II (claims 21-25) drawn to a computer controlled state speaker system 
that comprises the at least one multiparameter lighting unit system and computer control means, 
the inventions in Group II distinguish from Groups I, III, IV and V and require a different field 
of search. 

Regarding Groups IV and V, claim 29 has the different features such as the stage lighting 
unit that includes a first housing having a first open end for projection of an illumination 
wavelength toward a first selected target, first means for adjustably fixing the first housing, a 
second housing and a second means for adjustably fixing being substantially similar to the first 
means, and claims 33-35 have at least one different claimed feature such as a heat sink element, . 
heat radiation coating or heat radiation element on the external surface of the body unit, the rear 
cover unit or the shielding unit. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

The Office Action of the Restrictions is made Final.
